WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of Welfare Rob­ 
ert H. Finch ordered today that all foods and drinks 
containing the artificial sweepier cyclamate be re­ 
moved from grocery store shelves by Feb. I because of 
new evidence the substance causes cancer in animals. 
Fincli emphasized, however, “we have no evidence 
at this point that cyclamates have indeed caused cancer 
in humans.” 
He said he would not recommend that families who 
now have cyclamate—containing foods and drinks in 
their homes throw them away or stop using them at the 
present time. 
Cyclamates, which Finch estimated are a $l-billion 
annual industry, are found mainly in diet drinks and 
foods. They also are contained in a wide range of non­ 
diet foods from bacon to canned fruits and children’s 
vitamins.

1965 after starting a 30-year sen­ 
tence for his part 
in the 1963 
robbery, fled the house only 
nine hours before the raid. 
Police said Biggs apparently 
became anxious after his fellow 
workers at a jetport construc­ 
tion site near Melbourne pointed 
out how much he resembled a 
photograph of Biggs that Aus­ 
tralian newspapers printed this 
week after reports he was in the 
country. 
Biggs and his family had been 
living in the Blackburn suburb 
for several months under the 
name of Terry Cooke. Authori­ 
ties said he also was known as 
Terry Lamb at his construction 
job.

For the past three days, there 
have been rumors that police 
were closing in on Biggs, who 
also has been hunted in Europe 
and Canada. He made his dar­ 
ing 1965 break from the London 
jail with another prisoner, Erie 
Flowers. They scaled a wall 
with rope ladders thrown by ac­ 
complices and jumped into an 
awaiting furniture van. 
Flowers had been serving a 
12-year sentence for a crime not 
connected with the train rob­ 
bery. He also is still at large.

Baggage Handling New 
Problem For Airports 


DETROIT (AP)—That aggra­ 
vating wait at the airport for 
the baggage to catch up Is going 
to get worse, according to the 
experts, who say that in fact 
the whole process will become a 
monumental mess with the move­ 
ments of 350 - phi* passenger 
planes next year. 
"Everybody knows it, but no­ 
body’s doing anything about it,” 
says Jervis C. Webb, president 
of one of the world’s larger con­ 
veyor system* manufacturers. 
The Wayne County Road Com­ 
mission, which controls Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, voted re­ 
cently against permitting th e 
larger planes, such as Boeing's 
new 747, to land here. Metro is 
one of the nation’s more mod­ 
ern airports. 
Webb and others attribute the 
action to commission fears larg­ 
er planes disgorging twice as 
many passengers and pieces of 
luggage as today’s biggest air­ 
liners would create chaos. 
The action also was seen as a 
commission power play in an at­ 
tempt to force airlines to pick 
up the tab 
for installing new

While Delta United Services has been a con­ 
tinuing organization for a number of years in 
Delta County, there has been little continuity 
to the drive from year to year.

The Wheat Bag 


The Canadians have been left holding the 
bag — a $200 million to $300 million wheat bag. 
The “bag” was dropped by the Soviet Union, 
which defaulted on a contract signed in 1966 to 
buy nine million metric tons before the expira­ 
tion date of July 31,1969. So far the Communists 
have purchased 5.2 million tons, some 58 per 
cent of what it originally negotiated for. 
Despite the obvious fact that Moscow has 
reneged, the Canadian government has not of­ 
ficially acknowledged the situation for fear of 
antagonizing the Soviets. The Kremlin has no 
such compunctions about arousing Canadian hos­ 
tility, a hostility which would seem quite justi­ 
fied. 
There has been one report that the Commu­ 
nists have shirked their obligation as a protest 
of Canadian condemnation of the rape of Czech­ 
oslovakia. Wheat sales, however, becran dropping 
off drastically in 1967, long before the invasion. 
A sounder explanation is that the Commu­ 
nists have had good wheat harvests in recent 
years, Pillowing Moscow* to export rather than 
import grain. The deal was negotiated after the 
Soviets had exnerienced several bad crops. 
In spite of all, Canadians are nothing if not 
persistent. The Canadian Wheat Board has been 
in Peking to negotiate a wheat deal with Com­ 
munist Cr ma which likewise has bought wheat 
from north of the border. 
If the Canadians are not willing to learn, 
maybe Americans who support East-West trade 
are. Experience proves thr* the Communists use 
trade as a political weapon. Anything that does 
not strengthen the Communist revolution is in­ 
correct in the Marxist view*. 
Honoring a contract which would cost mil­ 
lions of dollars would therefore be unMarxian 
and a negation of the revolution. 
The Communists’ contracts are like treaties 
and pie crusts, made to be broken, something 
our own State Department sometimes forgets in 
negotiations with them.

Moratorium Focuses 
On Tough Questions

Whatever the merit, ar lack of 
it, of Moratorium Day, with its 
outpouring of protest against 
the Vietnam war, it has focused 
attention on some of the tough­ 
est questions facing Americans 
today. 
One of the most important 
questions seems to be this: Hav­ 
ing long since conceded that 
military victory is not the U.S. 
goal, must the United States 
now face the possibility that po­ 
litical victory is equally unlike­ 
ly? 
Why is the United States in 
Vietnam? The question has been 
answered by four presidents, 
but die answers still leave the 
average 
American 
wondering 
what it all means to him person­ 
ably. Is his way of life directly 
threatened? 
Is the threat of 
communism, so widely acccept^d 
only a relatively short time ago, 
less credible now? Just what, 
specifically, are U.S. interests? 
More Details Needed 
If there is now going to be a 
recapitulation of toe reasons for 
Vietnam, it may be necessary 
for officials to be much more 
specific, to spell things out in 
detail. The “whys” in toe past 
have been presented rn broad 
generalities. They go back to 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er, directly after the 1954 Gene­ 
va accords divided Vietnam at 
the 17th parallel, following the 
defeat of French colonial power. 
Eisenhower pledged U.S. aid to 
Saigon in “developing a strong, 
viable state capable of resisting 
attempted subversion or aggres­ 
sion through military means," 
The United States had just 
gout through the Korean War. 


Washington and much of West­ 
ern Europe seemed convinced 
that a Communist tide would 
seep over Asia unless a dam 
was built. The Americans decid­ 
ed the dam had to be at the 
point of imminent danger: in 
Vietnam, to protect all South­ 
east Asia. 
Commitment Deepens 
In 1961, President John F. 
Kennedy deepened the Ameri­ 
can commitment. He promised 
that the United States would 
“help the Republic of Vietnam 
to protect its people and to pre­ 
serve its independence.” He or­ 
dered increased military aid to 
Saigon at a time when the Viet 
Cong’s 
National 
Liberation 
Front had just come into being 
and the Viet Cong were entering 
a new phase of their guerrilla 
war. 
In August 1964 the U.S Con­ 
gress gave President Lyndon B. 
Johnson authority to take what­ 
ever steps he deemed necessary 
to hold back what was regarded 
as an imminent threat in Viet­ 
nam to all Southeast Asia.The 
vote for that Tonkin Gulf reso­ 
lution was 96-2 in the Senate, 
416-0 in the House. 
Embraces Same Policy 
The 
resolution 
permitted 
transformation 
of 
American 
military aid from the status of 
advisory to combat. Again in 
1965, Johnson stated American 
aid kl broad strategic terms and 
added, “We cannot now dishon­ 
or our word or abandon our 
commitment.” Americans were 
in Vietnam, he said, because 
their national security was at 
stake. He referred to toe “deep­

STANFORD, Calif. (AP) — 
Young men and women at a 
Stanford University dormitory 
are living in adjacent single 
rooms in what officials call an 
experiment in advanced coedu­ 
cational living.

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Condor Making 


Big Comeback 


BAKERSFIELD, Calif. (AP) 
— The California condor may be 
coming back from the edge of 
extinction. 
More than 270 sightings were 
reported Wednesday and Thurs­ 
day in the annual count of the 
once-abundant vultures, down to 
an official low of 38 in 1965. 
I don t know if we’ll exceed 
last year’s confirmed count, but 
it sure looks like we’re in the 
ballpark . . . We’re optimistic,” 
said Bob Mallette of the U.S 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 
Scores of bird watchers on 
peaks and ridges in rugged 
mountains around the southern 
rim of the San Joaquin Valley 
noted each sighting by time, di­ 
rection and altitude. 
All sightings will be checked 
against others to eliminate du­ 
plication in obtaining a final fig­ 
ure. Last year it was 52 and the 
year before 47. 
Wildlife officials and the Au­ 
dubon Society have been cam­ 
paigning for decades to check 
the seeming flight toward obli­ 
vion of the black birds with the 
10-foot wingspread whose only 
enemy is man. 
The condor once flourished 
from British Columbia to Lower 
California. 
With the settling of the West, 
their breeding grounds shrank 
to a small, isolated area of 
Southern California set aside as 
a sanctuary. Farms and cities 
spread 
over 
their 
feeding 
grounds. Some were caught in 
traps set near the carcasses of 
cattle far coyotes and wolves. 
There is a $1,000 fine for 
shooting ane, but during hunting 
seasons dead birds have been 
found. 
Floppy and ungainly on the 
ground, they are beautiful in 
flight, soaring effortlessly as 
high as 15,000 feet, covering IOO 
miles ar more a day while pa­ 
trolling for food. 
Condors 
eat 
only 
carrion, 
mostly the carcasses of cattle, 
sheep and deer. 
Their reproduction is painful­ 
ly slow. A female lays only one 
egg at a time, no oftener than 
every other year, usually in a 
cave in a remote cliff. 
The parent birds are so wary 
they will abandon the egg if 
scared. Babies are helpless for 
two months and cannot fend for 
themselves for a year.
